It is evident that most of 
the loss of profit in both cases has 
been due to paying better wages. 
High wages are not an inevitable ele­ 
ment of government operation, as our 
postoffice proves.

A man who questions the usefulness 
and efficacy of a League of Nations 
has this to say: 
“I cannot see any benefit to

fio!« of view of most of those who 
mnmose the league idea. It is rather 
well answered bv W alter Lippmann 
in the New Republic: 
“The three problems presented 
by Germany, Russia and the in­ 
tervening border states do not ex­ 
haust the perplexities which vic­ 
tory has brought to the victors. 
One has only to mention Turkey 
and China. But these problems do 
indicate how pressing and practi­ 
cal is the need for an internation­ 
al 
organization 
by 
which the 
world can be administered into 
fin era of stability. No one who 
has grasped those problems as they 
press upon mankind can persist 
in the idea that peace consists 
in signing a treaty, shaking hands 
with 
the Allies, 
and 
returning 
home to gaze in rapt admiration 
at the Monroe Doctrine. 
"I know this feeling quite well. 
I have shared it, and have won­ 
dered whether anything could be 
done with that jangle of memor­ 
ies which so often seems to be 
the mind of Europe. 
“Perhaps nothing can be done. 
Perhaps the memories and the ap­ 
petites are too strong to save the 
world from a period of despair. 
Perhaps the men who are meet­ 
ing so secretly in Paris are too 
much divided to use the Instru­ 
ment of co-operation which they 
have framed. We shall know soon 
whether they have made a peace 
upon which a league can operate. 
But they shall not be able to say 
that they failed because America 
failed 
them, and 
that 
the dis­ 
honor is hers. They shall not be 
able to claim that the peace of 
the world was shattered because 
the strongest and safest of all was 
too timid to help them.1* 
Was there not, once upon a tim ers 
man who asked, “Am I my brother's 
keeper?”
